The scene of the play is in one of 
the smaller cities—so typically Ameri- 
can you can almost smell the latest 
street improvement.

There is the 
girl-next-door, played by a future 
Broadway star, Nydia Westman, whose 
querulously whining voice was heard 
so long in “Pigs.” She is a flapper 
but somehow she reminds you of your 
maiden Aunt Het. 

Add to these the girl from a nice 
family, playing locally in a naughty 
play, and her vamping Jonesy from 
the girl next door and you have the 
plot plus the poor lawyer father, the 
fluttering mama and the horn-rimmed 
daughter touched by the newest ism. 

It is thin stuff and there are moments 
when you find yourself wondering if 
the distinguished gray haired gentle- 
man with the lapel gardenia in the 
upper box could possibly be Charles 
M. Schwab. But the play manages to

The whole thing is a variant of Tar- 
kington’s “Seventeen” theme and that 
is a theme as universal in its appeal 
as the seventh inning stretch. The 
heckled paterfamilias was that splendid 
character delineator Donald Meek, 
whose last name describes him so ex- 
cellently, and ever remembered in “The 
Potters.”

But never mind, there is yet to be 
considered “Jonesy” himself as played 
by Raymond Guion. 

Young Guion is a wavy haired 
blonde with the most perfect collar 
ad. profile ever seen outside the pages 
of Mr. Lorimer’s weekly psalm for the 
corn belt. 

I'll wager a scalloped cookie with 
white icing that more than one valetu- 
dinarian, cupping an ear down front, 
fashioned a castle or so on how grand 
it would be to be that Guion boy and 
go licketty-split down Main street 
with one foot over the dashboard, yell- 
ing “Hi Roy!” to one of the boys out 
in front of the drug store. For “Jonesy” 
yanks back the years and makes you 
think of such things. 


F. Scott Fitzgerald—and where has 
he been hiding?—is author of “The 
Vegetable” put on by the Lenox Hill 
Players at the Cherry Lane in the 
Village. It bears the sub title “From 
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President to Postman” and is a study 
of the boobery in contrast to the au- 
thor’s flapper, the type he is credited 
with fictionizing although Rupert 
Hughes was immortalizing her when 
Fitzgerald was in whatyoucallems. 

I am conscious some of the best stuff 
of the theatre has been dredged out 
of these alley efforts, but I witness 
them in a fog of depression. 

The Cherry Lane is tucked away in 
one of those out-of-way turns and has 
the dry, sad odor of an old prison. 
Its emotional nexus is with that drab- 
ness born of despair, and you rather 
expect a keeper to jerk his thumb to- 
ward a waiting tumbril bound for the 
guillotine. 

Such gloomy reflections, of course, 
provide a neurotic remoteness and 
make one totally unfit to judge a play 
that is being unfolded. The faithful 
reviewer can only record his reactions, 
and that is precisely what I am try- 
ing awkwardly to do, but relaxation, 
not torture, is the province of the thea- 
tre. 

Mr. Fitzgerald possibly has the nu- 
cleus of an idea in his artless travesty 
on American gawkery. Eva Saxen as 
Charlotte, the humdrum wife, did 
much with a threadbare part as did 
Jerome Seplow as the husband. “The 
Vegetable” may be transplanted to bet- 
ter kept gardens north of Herald 
Square, but even then I fear it will 
turn out a quince. 


Anyway, I reviewed the drama for 
five weeks before receiving the inevit- 
able letter suggesting that if I knew so 
much about plays why not go and 
write one myself?

HEN Carl Laemmle bought 
\\ the movie rights to the Edna 
Ferber novel, he had an op- 
portunity to convert the vehicle into 
as fine a motion picture as Florenz 
Ziegfeld had made of it as a play. 
What has happened to this masterpiece 
in the hands of a movie producer is 
a fitting example of the flagrant in- 
competence that has marked the in- 
dustry as a refuge for stuffed shirts, 
yes-men and ham actors. 
' The show begins with a prologue 
during which musical hits from the 
Ziegfeld production ‘are sung by Helen 
Morgan, Aunt Jemima and Jules Bled- 
soe, but these capable artists are great- 
ly handicapped by poor recording and 
amateurish direction. Mr. Ziegfeld 
was smart enough to let his New York 
show run a couple of years before he 
allowed his stars to be presented to the 
country at large in such an unfavor- 
able manner. 
The feature picture is ushered in 
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with a blast of noise from a steam 
calliope followed by some deafening 
music by the show boat band, and 
from then on everything is overdone 
proportionately. 

Laura La Plante is unhappily cast 
as Magnolia, and her crying scenes 
(which begin when she is a small child 
and continue until she is gray-haired) 
become very trying. Joseph Schild- 
kraut, who plays Gaylord Ravenal, 
overacts like an amateur, and puts on 
an intoxicated scene that is one of the 
most annoying things we have ever 
seen on the screen... Otis Har- 
lan’s efforts as Captain Hawks are so 
pitiful that they blow him off the deck 
of the boat and drown him rather than 
wait around and let him die as he did 
in the book or live as did in the play 
. . » Emily Fitzroy misses the charac- 
ter of Parthenia Ann Hawks complete- 
ly by looking and acting like one of 
those orphan asylum matrons of the 
early movies who used to starve and 
murder the children . . . and the part 
of Julie, played by Alma Rubens has 
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been cut down until it is of no impor- 
tance. In her one talking sequence Miss 
Rubens’ conversation is supplied by a 
poorly synchronized voice double. 

Director Harry Pollard tried to pro- 
vide a lot of fun with a lengthy epi- 
sode in which the show boat actors 
put on an old fashioned melodrama, 
but the truth of the matter is that 
these scenes, directed by Mr. Pollard 
as burlesque, are just about as con- 
vincing as the ones he did seriously; 
and when we say seriously we might 
add that no director ever took his sit- 
uations more seriously than does Mr. 
Pollard in “Show Boat.” The least bit 
of emotion is handled like a climax 
and as a result the characters spend 
half their time standing around mak- 
ing faces at each other or working 
their features frantically in an effort 
to keep pace with the almost continual 
flood of glycerine tears which are kept 
coursing down their cheeks. 

The singing and one or two of the 
scenic effects are the only redeeming

Anp THEN Came Forp (Doubleday-Doran $3) by Charles 
Merz, is not the matter of fact biography you might im- 
agine, but a glamorous and rather exciting tale of the Ford 
Years in these United States. 

The style is pleasantly light and brittle, it crackles 
through the pages like wheels on a gravel driveway; and 
there is just a trace of the quiet flourish of a good driver 
pulling up at the curb. 

Henry Ford, says Merz, is the Great American Symbol, 
within his career are compressed all the characteristics of 
the country. He is the poor farm boy who made good, the 
pioneer who shattered tradition, the clever salesman (and 
how we love the shrewd and clever), the man who wouldn’t 
be licked, the idealist with the courage of his convictions, 
the richest man in the world! 

Is it any wonder that his name is legend, his personality 
the root of an authentic folk lore? 

The book is less the intimate study of this personality 
than the estimate of its influence on the community as a 
whole. As a matter of fact, there is very little of Ford, 
the man, in this story. But what he has done, and the 
effect of it on our present and future life is absorbingly told. 

To my mind, this bright and shining yarn is a Model A 
among books: light, rather than ponderous; quick, easy to 
handle, and thoroughly enjoyable.

catcher who is no more intellectual than any policeman. | 

To be sure, “Spike” Harper is the young and enthusiastic | 
type, and not the hard-hatted, hard-boiled, sort. But he is | 
a fairly real person, for all that, not above pounding pave- | 


ments in search of evidence or cursing when he doesn’t 


find it. 


The plot is typical of this kind of thing, and the book | 


is more a mystery yarn than a detective story. There is not 
enough evidence provided for you to deduce the outcome. 
But, as a mystery story, the denouement is satisfactory, if 
somewhat stereotyped.
